Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 21-52 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Pertaining to 
claims 21-52, the applicable prior at, Jin (US 5854802) fails to disclose a wavelength 
converter device as described by all of the independent claims 21, 35, 37, 40, and 42, 
specifically a device comprising an input for at least said frequency u) s , an optical 
resonator comprising a non-linear material, an optical resonator resonating at the pump, 
signal, and converted frequencies u> p , u) s , and u) g , wherein by propagating through said 
structure, the pump and signal radiation generate said converted radiation by non-linear 
interaction within each of said optical resonators. Jin discloses that non-linear 
interaction only takes place within the wavelength converting means 24, and that the 
laser medium 22 is only provided for emitting a first laser radiation and does not 
produce a converted frequency w p . Therefore, Jin does not teach or suggest a device 
or method wherein the pump and signal radiation generate said converted radiation by 
non-linear interaction within each of said optical resonators.
